Rome, July IS.—The pope's condi- 


tion this morning Is much the same; 
he still holds his own and the phy- 
slcans In charge of him believe ho 
•will last perhaps a week longer or 
that he may die at any moment. Pre- 
parations for his death still contin- 
ue. 
Cardinal. Hampolla today tele- 


graphed that for three days 
there 


had been no Increase In danger and 
said:. "Let us have confidence and 
pray." 


Deny Cancer Story. 


The story Is steadily gaining cur- 


rency that his holiness is suffering 
from cancer. Ors. Lapponl and Maz- 
eon I are both emphatic In their deni- 
als, but many even of the papal house- 
hold credit the report Impllcltlly. 


In connection with the rumors, the 


fact Is recalled that In 1899 Dr. Maz- 
ronl removed a tumor from the pope's 
right side. Its nature could not be 
learned because the pontiff 
himself 


did not -want It examined. It Is now 
ascertained that It was undoubtedly a 
cancerous growth. 


Treatment Inadequate. 


"When his holiness' present Illness 


began It was at first diagnosed as 


' pneumonia. When Dr. Rossonl was 


called Into consultation he 
at 
first 


thought It was pleurisy.' An examina- 
tion of the pleurlc fluid, however, af- 
ter the first operation, Is paid to have 
presented no signs of the disease. It 
Is declared to have contained roallg- 
•ant cancerous neoplasms, leaving no 
doubt that the tumor of 1899 had been 
of the same nature, and that the mal- 
ady had returned In a new location.

prises which his recuperative power 
has given them. The '-"gathering of 
liquid In the pleurlc cavity had led 
them to anticipate a marked change 
for the worse.

Has Deathlike Appearance. 


His appearance. Indeed, was that 


of a man who could not live another 
hour. 
His rest Thursday night, how 


ever, was comparatively calm and evi- 
dently benefited him greatly. 
While 


• he was unwilling that anyone should 


remain constantly In his room, when- 
ever he awoke, he manifested his de- 
sire for companionship by ringing fre- 
quently for trivial causes. 


During his sleep he appeared like 


one already dead. 
His checks were 


sunken, his eyes hollow, his Jaws 
prominent, and his skin tightly drawn 
over the bones. 
When awake, how- 


ever, his brilliant black eyes retained 
all their luster. 


Wants to Hear Mass. 


As soon as he was fully aroused 


Friday morning he gave fresh proof 
of his perfect clearness of mind. "To- 
day." he sold, "is the feast of St. 
Leo. 
I have never failed to assist at 


mass since, when almost a boy, I 
came to Rome to participate In the 
Jubilee of Leo XII. I wish to hear 
mass to-day." 


His holiness* desire was Immediate* 


ly gratified by Monslgnore Marzollnl. 
•who celebrated mass, as ho did the 
day before, In the chapel adjoining 
the sickroom. 


The pontiff fully realizes the grav 


ity of his case, but, apparently, not 
its Imminence. This was demonstrat- 
ed early In the morning when.

farmed that his confessor, Monslgnoro 
Plfferl, wished to see him, he replied, 
somewhat petulantly: "Not now.

UNITED STATES JUDGE 


DEFENDS INJUNCTION 


Supreme Justice Brewer Predict* En- 


larged Scope In Use of Writ to 


Prevent Wrong. 


Dea Molnes, Iowa, July 18.—Justice 


David J. Brewer of the United States 
supreme court, addressing tho Iowa 
State Bar association here, defended 
tho power of equitable Injunction and 
Its exercise by tho federal courts, and 
predicted and 
advocated 
a 
wider 


scope for It. Ho said: 


"Unless the law Is To place Itself out 


of harmony with tho advancing civili- 
zation, the right to prevent 'wrong 
should have an enlarged rather than 
a restricted scope. The cry of govern- 
ment by Injunction will eventually die 
out, and It will he felt by all that tho 
power Is exercised only when neces- 
sity arises and when equity and Jus- 
tice demand." 


"The diplomacy of the government 


Is now on tho highest plane," contin- 
ued Justice Brewer. "Not the Mochl- 
avclll and Tallyrand type, 
but 
tho 


John Hay type, marks this govern- 
ment among the most unselfish and 
most honest of tho nations of the 
world."

teen minutes, but when It had passed * 
It left a wake of dead and dying per- 
sons and buildings which had been 
leveled to the ground. 


A full of rain that was almost a 


cloudburst 
accompanied . the 
wind. 


Electric light wires aru down every- 
where, and night coming on almost 
Immediately alter 
the 
storm 
had 


passed, tho search for the dead and 
Injured Is being prosecuted with the 
greatest difficulty. 


Dsad and Injured. 


Edward Blvens, m;cJ 35, killed by 


falling timbers; WHllam Brown, col- , 
ored. crushed under timbers; Harry 
Doyle, aged 45. crushed; A. G. Pur- 
cell, aged 28, crushed and died In- 
stantly. 


Of the dead, Blvons, Brown and 


Doyle were killed at the race track, 
where tho new grand stand was blown 
down onto a crowd which had sought 
shelter from tho downpour. Most of 
the Injured wore taken from the ruins 
of this structure. 
Purcell was night 


watchman at the 
Vulcan Western 


works, and had not been on duty five 
minutes when he was killed. 


Emlngton and Campus, two small 


towns on the' Wabash railroad line, 
suffered severely from the storm. At 
Emlngton several houses were utterly 
demolished and four people were se- 
riously Injured. At Campus one man 
was killed, while two others sustained 
Injuries which may prove fatal.

for the Peaceful Solution of Interna- 
tional Difficulties—In 
other 
words, 


the Magna Ghana of 
International 


Law—Is attracting the careful atten- 
tion of scholars and professors of In- 
ternational law at the great univer- 
sities of the world. 
That It will be- 


come tbe nucleus about which the In- 
ternational law of the future will be 
taught, and around which It will also 
develop, seems no longer doubtful. 


At the three hundred and twenty- 


first anniversary of the University 
of Wurzberg. on May 11, 1903. the 
newly elected rector for the coming 
year. Prof. Dr. Christian Meurer, fam- 
ous as a jurist and International law- 
yer, took for the theme of his rector- 
al address the Hague treaty, and sub- 
jected that document to a searching 
but, on the whole, highly 
apprecia- 


tive and laudatory criticism. 


From his peroration we quote as 


follows: 


"The Hague Conference has erect 


ed for Itself a noble monument In the 
history of International Law. 
It ilk 


not. Indeed, bring us eternal peace 
but only Ignorance would have con 
"shlered this possible. 
As long as 
, there are human beings with passion 


and with desires, there will be strug 
gles; so long as there are states, war, 
like the sword 
of 
Damocles . will 


threaten humanity. We must bo pre- 
pared for it whether we wish 
it or 


not. 
Tfcjc Hague Conference dis- 


tinctly recognized the possibility of 
•war. and endeavored by a precise and 
humane development of the laws of 
•war to stop arbitrariness and credul- 
ty. 
Only In the rarest Instances 


—In disputes 
between 
states—Is 


there existence or 
honor 
involved, 


and many an appeal to arms can be 
avoided. He who Is fortunate enough 
to save his country one war, has de- 
served well for all humanity.

NARROW ESCAPE 


WAS WASHED OVER THE DAM 


WHILE AT WORK TODAY, 


RESCUED WITH 
DIFFICULTY 


One Man Got Into the River While 


Trying To Save Him—Dan- 


gerous Adventure. 


James Casey of 54 Firth 
avenue 


had a narrow escape from drowning 
early this afternoon. 
He with two 


companions, employed by the Jelfrls 
company, were endeavoring to 
re- 


move the few remaining llashboarcls 
on, the dam. 
They were on a raft, 


roughly inado up of two or three 
big timbers. 
The raft was held In 


place by two ropes fastened to the 
Fourth avenue bridge. 
In lowering 


the raft to tho very edge of the wat- 
erfall, it became caught 
In 
the 


greater How of water and was pulled 
slowly over tho edge with terrific 
force. 
The two companions of Cas- 


ey, who were on the upstream end 
of the raft, succeeded in crawling- in- 
to a rowboat, but as the lower end 
of the logs overhung the brink 
of 


the falls, the force of the torrent was 
too great and Casey could 
barely 


keep from being swept into the foam- 
ing torrent below him. 
For several 


seconds that seemed hours to the big 
crowd assembled on the banks, the 
raft hung on the edge of the dam. 


Raft Broke 


The crowd on the bridge were pull- 


Ing frantically at the rope for all saw 
that it was a critical moment, but 
•without avail. 
Slowly the tons of 


•water that rushed with a mad roar 
into the lower river, drew raft and 
man.further Into its clutches. 
Sud- 


denly with a loud crack, the timbers 
parted and Casey disappeared 
into 


the muddy whirlpools below. 
Soon 


appeareil 
ahead of him the brok- 


en pieces of the raft, carried by the 
swift current directly against 
the 


supports of the lower railway bridge. 


Raft Breaks Against Piles 


The danger was greater than be- 


fore- for the man not only had to 
struggle against the waves but keep 
from being Injured by the floating 
boards. 
As the raft hit the piles, 


it was turned on edge and again torn 
apart, the falling hoards falling di- 
rectly on the swimmer, who 
was 


struck In the chin and head, but man- 
aged to get hold of one of 
the 


boards and was carried swiftly down 
stream. 
Attempts were made 
to 


draw him to shore, hut were unsuc- 
cessful. 
Win. F. Klmbnll. In try- 


Ing to reach Casey with a pole, .was 
drawn Into the stream and he stayed 
with the Injured man until a boat 
from the fire department;, manned 
by Ben narrlage. rescued the two. 


Mills Flooded 


Several of the dashboards 
were 


washed from the top of the dam by 
the force of the water, earlier in the 
day and .the mill men decided that, 
as the works on both sides of the riv- 
er were put out of business by the 
Hood that tho dashboard* must -be 
removed. 
This would lower 
the 


helghth of the water to gome extent. 
This was what was being done when 
the breaking of the rnft occurred.

most universally reported as favora- 
ble.

Pastures continue to be excellent 


and are proving a source of Income 
to the dairyman and stock grower, I 
not easily estimated, or generally ap- , 
predated.

The tame hay crop of the state Is 


Immense but has been nulte general- 
ly badlv. damaged In curing' by re- 
peated showers.

That part of tho crop that 
re- 


mains uncut I* becoming overripe. I 
and falling off In feeding value. 


The winter wheat crop of the state ; 


Is no longer Important, on account of! 
the diminished acreage, while 
the ' 


yield per acre will be considerably j 
less than last year.

Spring wheat Is not very generally j 


raised, and has been somewhat In-! 
Jtired by rust. Induced by the wet.' 
hot weather of the past week or two. 
It will not make a full crop. 


Ryo was exceedingly promising up 


to the time of the June frost, when 
In some localities It was considera- 
bly damaged. 
While the general appearance of j 


the crop continues to be good, some 
correspondents report that heads are 
not well tilled, and while the crop 
will doubtless be very nearly an av- 
erace one. It will probably 
hardly 


reach the yield of last year, twenty- 
cm- bushels per acre. 
Barley Is a good crop. Its only ap-
